few years of open season on these 
birds and animals. Not a deer -would 
be seen except in the remote fastness- 
es , of, the mountains, and not a par- 
tridge would, be seen in the settled 
areas of the state. Can ; anyone im- 
agine a more sterile country than one 
in which the thrilling whirr of the 
partridge is gone forever? And can 
anyone wish to see . no longer the 
beautiful timid creature.'the red-tleer 
as he shly flees at the approach Of 
danger? Can it be that the compar- 
atively slight damage that^the deer 
and birds do cannot be paid for in 
some way other than by the death 
penalty? That would mean no more 
flays afield by the many thousand 
gunners who yearly look forward to 
the one sport that takes but little 
time but which they love because of 
its elemental appeal.

The correct v/ay to. learn this code 


is described by experts as the "sour.d" 
method. That is, to know the letter 
by- the way It sounds. 
Many early 


amateurs learned code by the- "sight" 
method. They have to stop alter hear- 
ing one or two letters and think how 
the combination of dots and dashes 
would look if written on paper. By the 
time they did that, the operator at the 
sending station would have transmit- 
ted perhaps his whole message. This 
is not the correct method of learning 
the wireless code.

Training in School. 


The school should be the stepping stone to "the future life. 


The school is the place where the tendencies of the child can 
best be studied. Admitting that it is hard sometimes to tell just 
what a.particular child will best adapt itself, there are, how- 
ever,- little outcroppings of likes and dislikes that will serve as 
a key to the future course to pursue. 


Some children take more naturally to certain studies and de- 


test others; some easily show their preference and tendency 
toward professions or avocations. The rule is not clearly de- 
fined; the same rule will not work in judging all children. It 
requires patience and persistency sometimes to say just what 
course a child should pursue, but that is a part of the training 
of the teacher. She should be, to a certain extent, a student 
of child psychology. 


The parent should not too hastily choose the work or profes- 


sion for the child. Stress of circumstances are admittedly 
strong factors, but the school, the community, should take an 
interest in the development of its youth and a hand in assisting 
along the road that is paved with promise. 


Many lives of children are destroyed because they are not 


adapted to the work in which they are forced to engage or 
which has been selected for them. There are certain adapt-1 
abilities required'in each line of endeavor. Not all children are 
adapted for a profession. Some take as readily to mechanism 
as a duck does to water. It is a mistake to try to make a lawyer 
out of a boy mechanically inclined. He never will be satisfied 
with the profession chosen for him. 


Sometime, in the life of every boy and girl, there is an op- 


portunity to learn the course their life should go. Parents md 
•teachers should not let that opportunity go by.
